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Atlantic and Great Western Railway. 


A crowded and influential meeting of bond and 
debenture holders of the Atlantic and Great West- 
erp Railway was held on the 15th of May, at the 
London Tavern, for the purpose of hearing from 
Mr. Kennard, the engineer in chief, a statement 
of the progress, position, and prospects of the 
railway now just completed. 

The chair was taken by Sir Samuel Morton 
Peto, Bart., M. P. (chairman of the London Board 
of Directors,) who rose and said—Gentleman, Mr. 
Kennard, the engineer in chief of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway, having arrived in 
England, after its completion, for the purpose of 
consulting with the capitalists associated together 
in connection with that enterprise, as to its con- 
hection with other companies, as to rolling stock 
and other particulars, it was considered a suit- 
able opportunity to give the bondholders and 
shareholders in the undertaking a means of re- 
ceiving from Mr. Kennard all the information 
which it was in his power to give. I propose not 
to occupy your time by any prefatory remarks of 
my own. I shall ask for Mr. Kennard’s report to 
the Board of Directors to be read by Mr. Satter- 
thwaite. After he has read that report Mr. Ken- 
nard will present himself to you, and I ean only 
Say that the more questions you ask him the 
better. The anxious desire of every one in con- 
nection with the undertaking is that the earliest 


should know as much as any of us know our- 
selves, 

Mr. Satterthwaite then read the following re- 
port of Mr. Kennard to the Board of Directors: 
To the Directors in London of the Atlantic and Great 

Western Railway: 

GENTLEMEN :—I have the satisfaction to report 

the completion of the main line of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway, including the exten- 
sion to Cleveland, the Western Coal-fields and 
Silver Creek branches, with all necessary stations, 
sidings, water-tanks, &c, 
The total length of the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railway now completed is—Main line, 
Salamanca to Dayton, 386 miles; Cleveland Ex- 
tension (broad gauge) 51; Western Coal-field 
Branch (Franklin to Oil City,) 32; Silver Creek 
(Coal Branch,) 6—total, 475 miles. Extensions 
partially constructed ; Buffalo Extension, 70 miles; 
New Lisbon (Coal Branch,) 30; Erie and Niagara, 
Canada, 82—total, 182 miles. The company has 
also, under lease for 99 years, the Mahoning Rail- 
way, 81 miles—grand total, 688 miles. 

The present position of the rolling stock is as 
follows :—Locomotives in use, 91; do. under con- 
struction, 35; passenger cars, $0 passengers each, 
51; do. under .construction, 40; baggage and 
mail cars, 16; freight cars, carrying 12 tons each, 
2,566, 

"The engagement with the Erie Railway, to sup- 
ply rolling stock to the extent of $5,000,000, for 
the purpose of the through traffic between New 
York and Cincinnati, is being faithfully and ener- 
getically fulfilled by that company. 

The receipts from traffic upon the portion of 
the line in operation have been as under :—

The receipts per mile having doubled from Janu- 
ary, 1864, to March, 1865. 

The through freight and passenger traffic to 
Cincinnati will be partially opened during the 
present month, when about 184 miles additional 
will be brought into active operation. Occasional 
freight trains have been running to Dayton for 
some weeks, 

The receipts, though derived almost exclusively 
from local sources, are greatly in excess of my 
original estimates, which were based on a traffic 
to be expected from the whole system; and expe- 


beyond all expectation, must be considered only 

as a bare indication of the progress of the rail- 

way when completely developed. 

In considering the present and future revenue 

of the railway I may here refer to the subject in 

which the bondholders are particularly interested, 

viz., the sufficiency of the revenue to meet the in- 

terest upon the various obligations of the com- 

pany. .The following statements cannot fail to 

convince you that the most abundant security ex- 

ists for the payment of interest, and that a large 
surplus must remain’ for dividends on shares :— 
1. For the purpose of comparing the net reve- 
nue with the amount due for interest to the bond- 

holders I will take the bonded debt at £7,000 per 
mile, and the amount representing the portion of 
the line in operation at £2,254,000 the interest 
upon which is £157,780, The esrnings for the 
month of March last, the latest month for which 
completed returns have been received, although. 
they were injuriously affected by unprecedented 
floods, were $449,815, or in sterling at the present 
rate of exchange, say 3s. to the dollar, £809,640 
per annum; and deducting 60 per cent. for all ex- 
penses, the surplus, after payment of interest 
upon the debts of that portion of the line in ope- 
ration, amounts to £164,550 per annum. 

2. It is clear, therefore, that the present reve- 
nue, although derived frcm little more than half 
the mileage of the railway, and without the ad- 
vantage of the through traffic, is sufficient to pay 
the interest on the whole debt of the entire line, 
with a surplus exceeding £30,000 per annum. 

3. On completion of the whole system of the 
railway, and taking the traffic per mile, only as 
actually existing in March—

very easily be accounted for by reference to the 
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map, which shows that the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railway occupies the most prominent 
position on the continent of America, affording an 
unbroken gauge of 1,200 miles through the 
wealthiest districts of the United States, from 
New York on the Atlantic, to Cincinnati on the 
Ohio, and .8t. Louis on the Mississippi, in the 
southwest, and to Cleveland on Lake Erie, in the 
northwest, embracing practically the whole traffic 
of the country, and making connections with the 
following important railways :— 

At Salamanca, with the Erie Railway ; at Corry, 
with the Oil Creek Railway and the Philadelphia 
and Erie Railway ; at Meadville, with the Frank- 
lin and Oil City Branch of the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railway; at Cleveland, with the Cleve- 
land and Toledo Railway ; at Greenville, with the 
Erie and Pittsburg Railway ; at Ravenna, with the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg Railway ; at Akron, with 
the Cleveland, Zanesville and Cincinnati Railway ; 
at Mansfield, with the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago Railway, and the Sandusky, Mansfield 
and Newark Railway ; at Galion and Marion, with 
the Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati Railway, 
and the Bellefontaine Railway; at Urbana, with 
the Great Central Railway and the Sandusky, 
Dayton and Cincinnati Railway ; at Springfield, 
with the Springfield and Columbus Railway, 
Springfield, Mount Vernon and Pittsburg Rail- 
way, and the Sandusky, Dayton and Cincinnati 
Railway ; at Dayton, with the Dayton and Michi- 
gan Railway and the Indiana Central and Dayton 
and Western Railway; at Cincinnati, with the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railway, Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati Railway, Kentucky Central Railway, 
and the Louisville, Memphis, and New Orleans 
steamers. 

One most important feature, in considering 
the future prospects of the railway, has yet to be 
referred to. It has not yet benefitted by the in- 
tercourse which, under ordinary cireumstances| 
exists between the Northern and Southern Stat 
of America, and its geographical position is such 
that it cannot fail to derive immense benefit from 
the traffic which must inevitably arise upon the 
restoration of peace. 

The works over the whole railway, on which 
the maximum gradient is 1 in 100, with extremely 
easy curves, and no tunnels, have been executed 
in the most substantial manner, including perma- 
nent way, ballasting and fencing. The rolling 
stock is first class in every respect. 

The railway was constructed in three divisions, 
having separate organizations, rendered necessary 
in consequence of the line passing through three 
States, having distinct laws. Now thatit is com- 
pleted, it is obviously advantageous that the rail- 
way should be amalgamated into one system. The 
necessary legislative measures have been obtained, 
and an issue of consolidated mortgage bonds of 
the whole undertaking can now be made. This 
will enable the directors to call in, for exchange 
into such consolidated bonds, the various classes 
of securities which have been from time to time 
created, It will, of course, be at the option of 
the holders of the existing bonds to concur in 
this arrangement, but the value of the measure 
is so great, both as regards economy in the man- 
agement of the company’s affairs and the market- 
ability of the stock, that it cannot fail to be gen- 
erally acted on. 

I have only to add that the administration of 
your property in America is concentrated in the 
bands of Mr. 8. 8S. L’Hommedieu, President, and 
Mr. Daniel M‘Laren, Superintendent. No gentle- 
men in America stand higher in public or private 
estimation, or have had larger experience in rail- 
way business, I am, gentlemen, most faithfully

Tuomas W. Kennarp, Engineer in Chief. 


Mr. Kennard came forward, the Chairman say- 
ing—I have the pleasure of introducing to you 
Mr. Kennard, and I[ beg that you will ask him all 
the questions which strike your own minds, and 
use the utmost freedom in doing so; but I hope 


being to give the largest possible amount of in- 
formation. 

Mr. Kennard then said—Gentlemen, in present- 
ing myself before you to-day, I do pot come to 
make a speech. I am here simply to explain 
what I have done on the other side of the water, 
to show you where your property is, and to give 
my views as to its value—views in which I think 
you will with me. Mr. Kennard referred to 
a large map of the United States, and pointed out 
the route of the line and the principal towns with 
which it was connected, forming the most impor- 
tant grain growing and general agricultural dis- 
tricts of the continent. A person starting for 
New York, fromany part of the Western States, must 
come over our railway or cross it. If he comes 
from Chicago, he may come by Mansfield or 
Cleveland ; at either point he must strike the 
Atlantic and Great Western. You thus per- 
ceive that our railway connects and represents the 
most prominent position on the continent. Now, 
gentlemen, when I was called upon in the first in- 
stance to report on the Atlantic and Great West- 
ern Railway I went out perfectly determined to 
look at it in the most impartial way possible, and 
I was very careful not to make any statement 
which could in any way be cousidered an exag- 
geration. The first thing I did was to go over the 
country and see whether the representations that 
were made were correct, as to certain statements 
particularly. Therefore I went over the entire 
length of the line, and I saw that the statements 
which had been made were correct. I took upon 
myself to travel over all the railways of America 
bearing on the question. I then made myself ac- 
quainted with the amount of traffic which existed 
at that time in America, going east and west, and 
found that it amounted to a certain fixed sum per 
annum, which I put into sterling, and I said to 
myself, ‘‘If there exists at the present moment 
such an-amount of traffic going east and west 
over these three lines, which then existed, if we 
should make another line which is more desirable 
in itself than any of these routes, at any rate we 
should get a fair share of the traffic.” That, gen- 
tlemen, I put into figures, and I found that if our 
route, on completion, should derive its fair share 
only: of the traffic which existed, the receipts per 
mile per week would be $200, or £40 per mile per 
week. That, gentlemen, is a pretty good traffic on 
a line of English railway; therefore I looked 
upon the thing as a sound enterprise, and I recom- 
mended it to my friends. ( I then started to work, 
and we built this road section by section. The 
first point of importance that we struck was called 
Corry. It was just at that point, and about that 
time, that the Pennsylvania oil region had been 
discovered; therefore I was particularly anxious 
to complete the line to Corry, because there we 
should intercept a large amount of the oil traffic. 
On completing the route to Corry we did get that 
oil traffic, and the receipts of the road came above 
my estimate. Having thus, gentlemen, proved 
one fact, we thought we would proceed further in 
the construction of the road towards the west. 
|But I reported to Mr, M‘Henry in England, and 
to other friends, that they must not be disappoint- 
ed if they found that the receipts per mile per 
week on the section we then undertook should not 
be equal to the receipts on the first 60 miles, see- 
ing that we had struck an unusual source of 
traffic in the oil. The next point we struck was 
Meadville, which is a small town of about 6,000 
or 7,000 inhabitants in the State of Pennsylvania, 
where there was nothing particularly going on, 
and where there was no railway communication. 
It was merely a local town, and the centre of a 
district. But we found that no sooner did we 
open the line to that point than, so far from the 
traffic falling off, it actually increased. I don’t 
know how it was, or where they came from, but 
the people began to travel, and the receipts—in- 
stead of being, as I expected, less—were more. 
Then we found on pushing on a few months after- 
wards, and forming a connection at Warren with 
a road called the Mahoning and Cleveland Rail-

road, a very important traffic. This road is prin- 





cipally used as a mineral line; and though there 


was a break of gauge it was still a very important 
point for us to reach, because it enabled us to 
form a connection with Cleveland, which is a most 
important feature in the railway system of that 
section of America. “No sooner did we form a 
connection with that line than we found an imme- 
diate expansion of our receipts per mile. When 
I wrote to Mr. M‘Henry about the traffic which 
we might expect on communicating with Cleve- 
land, I said I thought we must get $30,000 
per week, In the second week in March, we 
actually received $133,000 practically speaking 
on that mileage; so that you will see that my 
modest estimates were very much below the mark, 
That is the division we have been working 
now for about a year, from Salamanca to Akron 
and Cleveland. I should also mention that it was 
most important that we should throw our broad 
gauge into Cleveland; and therefore, after a con- 
siderable amount of negotiation with other rail- 
ways, I succeeded in carrying my point, and 
threw the broad gauge into Cleveland, which 
again increased our receipts very much) The line 
would have been opened to Cincinnati several 
months since, but for an unfortunate fire which 
occurred at the works at Troy, where we were 
getting our passenger cars built. Thirty cars 
which we ought to have received in May, 1864, 
were destroyed, and the labor of the country being 
entirely absorbed in the war, I found it impossible 
to make contracts elsewhere, therefore it involved 
my engaging works, getting hands, and going in 
ourselves to build passenger cars. It is a very 
difficult thing, however, to find labor in Ameiica, 
and as a consequence there has been great delay. 
We have now just succeeded in!getting enough cars 
to run one train for passengers to Cincinnati, and 
that only a mail train. But so great is the value 
of the passenger traffic that the last thing our 
superintendent told me was this, that for every 
passenger car put on the road he would undertake 
out of its earnings to pay in30 days. These cars 
cost $7,000, so that you will see his ideas of traffic 
are very large. 

I wish now to explain a question which has been 
named in my report, about the results of peace. 
You-will perceive that we have certain fixed points 
on the Atlantic Central Railway, such as Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, and St. Louis. The ordinary 
route of travel of people from the South during 
the time of peace and tranquility is to the North, 
and Cincinnati was the chief point to which they 
made. Therefore, if our line is as satisfactory for 
passenger travel and freight from Cincinnati as 
other routes are, we shall get our fair proportion 
of the Southern business, When TI tell you that 
the presidents of other lines come to us and say 
that if they go to New York, they anjl their fami- 
lies, they certainly should go by our line, you 
may well conceive that the general traveling pub- 
lic willdo the same. They will be of that opinion, 
because in traveling by our line from Cincinnati 
you must take into consideration that there will 
be no delays such as occur on some of the other 
lines; therefore the majority of people will take 
our route. I should like to say a few words about 
the traffic which exisis on these roads. The 
through business at present is principally done by 
the Lake Shore road—this line follows the 
shore of Lake Erie. It is rather a difficult thing 
for me to tell the exact amount of profits which 
that line makes, but I think—and gentlemen in 
this room will bear me out when I tell you—that 
the profits on that line are 30 per cent. per annum. 
That line is in close connection with the Cleveland, 
Columbus and Cincinnati, the dividends on which 
amount to 24 per cent. perannum. The mileage 
receipts on the Pennsylvania Central are in excess 
of either of these; but being a more expen- 
sive line to build, the remuneration to the 
shareholders is not so large. So also with 
the Baltimore and Ohio. We see, therefore, gen- 
tlemen, in looking at the question in all its bear- 
ings, that our route is certainly not less advantage- 
ously circumstanced than others which I have 
pointed out to you are the most profitable lines 
in the United States, all constructed at a greater 
cost than our own, All these lines have to come 
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to our railway to get their coals and a large pro- 
portion of their traffic practically comes from us, 
for we run through the coal regions, and they do 
not. The coal trade is a very important traffic in 
America, and one of the most profitable roads in 
America, the Reading Railway, is exclusively a 
coal line. It runs or rather carries the coal an 
average distance of 95 miles, and the profits are 
about $500 per train, 

We have hardly commenced the coal carrying 
business on the Atlantic and Great Western, for 
we have found it impossible to obtain the neces- 
sary rolling stock; but, so far as I can make out 
from figures, our traffic equals a profit of $1,300 
a train as against $500 on the Reading 
railway. Cleveland is a great centre as a sea- 
port, or rather as a lake port, on the great interior 
waters of America. From Cleveland the coals are 
taken to Canada and to all points on Lake Erie 
and Lake Michigan, and this vast interior water 
communication opens an enormous district for the 
consumption of the coals ef this region. You 
will easily see that this is a traffic which must last 
for all time, and for which no one can compete to 
take it away from us. I will now call your atten- 
tion to the extensions which have been partially 
constructed, First, the extension to Buffalo, and 
the importance of that extension to the Atlantic 
and Great Western will be apparent when I ex- 
plain the facts. Buffalo is a most important town 
in the United States. In the first place it is at the 
end of the Erie Canal, and at present it is not sup- 
plied with coal, the nearest coal-field being situate 
at a very considerable distance. It is contended 
by the citizens of Buffalo that on the completion 
of the route 500,000 tons of coal per annum will 
come over it; consequently, it will pay remark- 
ably well simply as a coal route, whether connect- 
ed with the Atlantic and Great Western Railway 
or not, But you will see the important bearing 
which it has on the Atlantic and Great Western 
from the circumstance that ali who have to travel 
from Cincinnati to Canada must naturally go in 
the new direction, and you must bear in mind that 
one of the greatest objects of interest—the Niagara 
Falls—is immediately on the right, so that you 
could throw a biscuit from the Erie and Niagara 
Railway into the falls. There used before the 
war to be an enormous traffic to the Niagara Falls, 
because the Southern gentlemen used to go there 
annually and spend a very considerable time. 
There is every hope that the traftic will now be 
re-established, and that will be a very important 
point, because, if so, we shall not only get the 
traffic upon that short extension, but upon the 
entire length of the Atlantic and Great Western 
Railway. The other extensions I refer to are the 
Buffalo and Erie, and the New L'sbon Extension, 
which latter is an extension about 82 miles in 
length, and the object of constructing it is to in- 
crease the coal bnsiness, It runs through a 
great coal district, and I have no doubt will add 
largely to the general traffic on the-line. The 
Erie Railway Company have acted towards us in 
a very much better spirit than it did at one time. 
I have reason to believe that they are now begin- 
ning to see the importance of the Atlantic and 
Great Western and that it is necessary that 
they should look out. The traffic at this 
moment upon the Erie Railway, since the con- 
struction of our line, is enormous, being $600 per 
week, which is double the estimate that I made as 
the earnings of our own, so that I think that esti- 
mate will be much within the mark. It must be 
apparent to all that when the line is finished, there 
can be no reason why the receipts of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway Company should not 
at any rate equal those of the Erie Company.) If 
any gentleman wishes to ask any questions, I can 
assure him that I shall be most happy to answer 
him to the full extent of my power. 

A BoypuotpEeR.—I observe you anticipate a 
large increase of traffic on the termination of the 
war. I wish to know whether it is or not the fact 
that, upon the close of the war, we shall: not 
rather lose a large portion of the traffic occasion- 
ed by the conveyance of the munitions of war and 


which I wish to be informed is this :—the report 
states that a large surplus exists from revenue 
after payment of the interest upon the bonds, and 
I should like to know how that surplus has been 
disposed of ? 

Mr. Kzennarp—lIn answer to the first question 
I may say that it being apparent to all that as our 
route was not a finished through line, we could 
not secure any portion of the Government traffic ; 
consequently, the traffic has not been swelled by 
the conveyance of any military stores whatever. 
I have been trying very much to get that traffic 
on the road, but I have never succeeded, With 
reference to the second question it is as I under- 
stand in what way the surplus, after the payment 
of the working expenses, and interest on the bond- 
ed debt, has been disposed of. I can answer that 
question by simply stating that during the period 
of time that our road has been under construction 
the exchange has been very much against the re- 
mittance of money from America to England; 
consequently, after having made provision for the 
payment of the interest, we have used the surplus 
in construction, in consequence of which the cost 
of the line has been so much less tharit would 
otherwise have been. It has been a subject of 
consideration whether we should or should not 
send the money direct to England; and after a 
very full discussion of the whole subject it was 
determined that it was far better to use the money 
than to send it to England and then get it back 
again. 

Mr. W. A. Tuompson, of Buffalo, said that in his 
opinion there were some points in reference to 
this undertaking which the report does not very 
fully put forward. He had given a good deal of 
attention to the subject of this railway for some 
years past, and being much interested in the Erie 
and Niagara Railway, his connection with that 
gave hima general interest like the rest of the 
bondholders, and he was perfectly satisfied that 
the traffic which would be brought on this line 
would not only be very large, but that it would 
be of a most permanent character. With respect 
to the traffic from Cincinnati, he was fully able to 
endorse what Mr. Kennard had said, The popu- 
lation of that district, particularly that of the 
State of Ohio, was one of the best populations in 
America. The large number of towns which are 
already growing up on the length of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway showed the advantage 
which the people expected to derive from it.. He 
had several influential friends who assured him 
that the traffic upon the road must increase pro- 
gressively, and that it would become one of the 
very best lines in America. If Mr. Kennard had 
put the traffic on the Buffalo branch at 1,500,000 in- 
stead of 500,000 tons, he would, in his opinion, have 
come nearer the mark. It was notorious that the 
railways in that district were clogged with freight, 
thé whole of which would be brought to Buffalo, 
and swept up by the Atlantic and Great Western, 
which on any account cannot fail to be one of 
the most profitable lines in the country. 

Mr. Rosinson inquired whether it was not a fact 
that the company had already more traffic offered 
to it than it was able to carry. 

Mr. Kennarp—lI could answer that by producing 
letters upon the subject, but it is sufficient to say 
that last winter we could not carry one-fifth of the 
traffic which was offered to us. At present we are 
obligedto put advertisements in the papers stating 
that it is utterly impossible for us to receive the 
freight offered us, This, of course, will not be the 
case after we have had a little timeto organize ; but 
with respect to the question of freight, I may men- 
tion that not long ago the president of one railway 
wrote to another, not thinking that it would come 
to my notice, to the effect that he thought that 


put 10,000 tons of freight on the Atlantic and 
Great Western platforms, and to thunder at the 
doors till they carried it; and then perhaps the 
noise of that thunder would come across the At- 
lantic, and people here would see the importance 
of providing more rolling stock to convey it.

Mr, Evays said: Nothing can be more natural 
than that a director of the Erie Railway Company 
should try and do everything he can to support 
the Atlantic and Great Western, for that railway 
is really an extension and a more valuable aid or 
adjunct, or whatever you like to term it, to the 
railway of which I have the honor to be a director. 
I remember that when I had occasion to go to 
America in 1858 I had the good fortune to meet 
with one of the ablest and at the same time one 
ot the finest minded men that I have been privil- 
eged to know—I mean Mr. Marsh, who is one of 
the trustees of the bonds of your railway, and in 
the course of conversation with me with reference 
to the important results which would be derived 
by the extension of the Erie Railway, he pointed 
out the route now occupied by the Atlantic and 
Great Western line, and said, if ever that line is 
completed, not only will it bea great profit and 
advantage to the Erie Railway, but it will become 
a most profitable investment for those who take a 
part in the undertaking. All persons agreed in 
the. opinion that if the Atlantic and Great Western 
was made it would be one of the most prosperous 
undertakings ever established in America. The 
line would get a large share of the traffic of the 
Lake Shore Railway, and would have the advant- 
age of running through the coal and iron and oil 
districts of which we have heard so much, and 
which advantages cannot be exaggerated when 
we are madé aware of the fact that the oil traffic 
alone in that district is in amount equal to the 
whole value of the cotton crop 25 years ago. The 
Lake Shore Railway felt very safe, and happy, and 
comfortable, until our friends, Mr. M’Henry and 
Mr. Kennard came and dispelled their dreams, I 
am an old railway director, and have been for 
many years engaged as a railway director in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and I apply the ordinary tests 
of railway working, and estimate the advantages 
of this railway. First, taking the English railways 
into consideration, I find, without troubling you 
with statistics, that the expenses are three times 
as great>as those upon the Atlantic and Great 
Western line. I happen to know that Mr. L’Hom- 
medieu, our manager in America, is a manin whom 
you can repose entire confidence. I sincerely 
congratulate the bondholders and shareholders on 
the success of the undertaking; which I am satis- 
fied will realise the most sanguine expectations 
which may have been formed with respect to it. 
The CuarrMAn said : Youare aware, gentlemen, 
that this is a mere informal meeting to give informa- 
tion, and that there is no resolution to propose to 
you; but if you should like to ask any question 
which I can answer I shall be most happy to do 
so. If not, gentlemen, I have merely to call your 
attention to one or two points in the report, which 
I think particularly worthy of your attention. In 
the first place I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that at.the present moment the bonded debt 
of the company is secured by its present receipts. 
I wish to point out in the next place that the re- 
port shows that, taking only the receipts at the 
present time arising from the Jocal, traffic only, 
and at present exchange, if extended over the 
the whole line, will give a surplus at the normal 
rate of exchange of £450,000, or at the present 
exceptional rate of exchange of £320,000 beyond 
the bond debt of the company. I have been ask- 
ed by some of the large capitalists to take the pre- 
sidency of the London board of direction, it: being 
felt that it was ahsolutely necessary when so much, 
capital was held here that there should be a re-. 
presentative action also—that we should not, how- 
ever much confidence we might have in Mr. 
L’Hommedieu and the directors on the other side 
of the water, have entire dependence. in their sole, 
management, without the supervision of gentle- 
men residing here. I have accepted that office, 
but nothing would have induced me to do that 
without having first by a rigid examination of the 
position of the company satisfied myself that the 
bondholders were in a state of perfect security. I 





one of the directors of the Erle Railway, who, I 


made it a condition of my acceptance that from 


information, and perhaps the meeting would be 
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the time I took office that not a shilling from the 
receipts of the revenue of the road should be applied 
to its construction or in any other way than being 
transmitted direct to the three trustees of the 


bondholders, That condition has been acquiesced 
in, for it was felt that my request was a right one. 
It may be said that the rate of exchange, may be 
against such a thing being done at times. I can- 
not help the rates of exchange. I made a rigid 
determination that my rule of action should be 
that all money earned. upon that road be remitted 
to the Trustees, Mr. Gurney, Mr. Mozeley, and 
Mr. Kennard, and the amount so received be noti- 
fied in the public journals. I think you will feel 
that in taking this course I am doing that which 
is due to myself as a man of business and also to 
‘your interests. Another thing which I have to 
say is this. You know that I am a candidate for 
the representation of Bristol, and the moment 
that election is ove: Lintend to go to America 
myself; and, instead of taking my autumnal re- 
creation in the Highlands of Scotland, I intend to 
spend the whole of that time upon your road. I 
cannot give youa better proof of the interest I 
take in the enterprise. ‘ I think I omitted to men- 
tion one circumstance connected with the posi- 
tion of the debenture-holders of this railway. 
They are, as you are aware, entitled to be paid off 
in full at the end of three years. I wish to ex- 
plain that, on giving six months’ notice before 
the expiry of the term, they will receive the full 
amount in cash, or, if they prefer it, they may re- 
ceive in exchange for their present debentures the 
consolidated bonds, secured on the mortgage of 
the railway, having 20 years to run. 

Mr. Evans then proposed a vote of thanks to 
the chairman, which was carried by acclamation ; 
and a similar compliment to Mr. Kennard and Mr. 
M’Henry closed the proceedings.

The gross traffic of the road—only partially 
completed—of 1864, was $403,209. For five 
months of 1865, $282,498. No sales of lands from 
the original Government Grant have yet been re- 
ported. About a million of dollars of the Land 
Grant Mortgage Bonds are in pledge to the Chi- 
cago and Rock Island Railroad Company, as se- 
curity for the advance of $500,000 to the Road. 


fe An important decision has been rendered 
by the Supreme Court of New York in the case of 
Wilkins vs. Earle. The latter was proprietor of 
Earle’s Hotel, New York City, and some time ago 
the plaintiff, Wilkins, put up there, as a transient 
guest, having with him the sum of $25,000. See- 
ing the usual hotel notices posted in his room, in 
regard to depositing money and valuables in the 
office safe, Wilkins took it there and delivered it 
to the clerk. When he called for it a day or two 
after, it was gone, and he has never obtained any 
portion of it, He thereupon brought an action to 








recover the whole amount of Mr. Earle. The case 
was tried before a jury, who found that plaintiff 
was entitled to recover $25,000. Defendant took 
an appeal to the General Term, and tbat Court has 
now reduced the amount to $1,000, on the ground 
that the last named sum was a reasonable amount 
for traveling expenses. The case is regarded as 
important, inasmuch as it defines the rights and 
liabilities of inn keepers under the statute of New 
York State.

The earnings of the past show an increase over 
those of the preceding year of $158,528 24. The 
operation eXpenses also an increase of $184,121 
80. The entire expenditures, including interest, 
taxes, etc., were $964,470 80. The balance of 
income after deducting all expenditures was $277,- 
885 83. The gross earnings of the road per mile 
were $20,697 61, against $18,055 48 in 1863~-'64. 
The per centage operating expenses was 59.59 per 
cent. The number of passengers carried during 
the year was 542,539, against 527,451, the pre- 
vious year—an increase of 15,088. The Presi- 
dent in his report, says : 


It will be seen that the per centage of transpor- 
tation expenses has been somewhat increased. 
This has been owing to the increase in the cost of 
labor and material, and to the fact that the rates 
charged for service by the company have not been 
correspondingly advanced, 

The condition of the road, with its equipment, 
is better now than it was at the time of your last 
annual meeting ; and it has been operated for the 
past year with entire freedom from accident to 
passengers, and with but little damage to proper- 
ty. The same may be said in reference to the 
Dayton and Michigan road, operated by this com- 
pany under perpetual lease. 

During the past year a passenger depot has been 
completed in Cincinnati, at a cost of one hundred 
and thirty-six thousand dollars. This building 
will compare favorably with the best in our coun- 
try, and was a necessity. 

There has also been completed, in Cincinnati, 
an addjtional freight depot, extending. nearly 
from Fifth to Sixth streets, 66 by 440 feet, three 
stories high. ‘The two upper stories are rented 
to commission merchants, who receive freights 
brought over the road which are not removed by 
consignees within the time allowed. These build- 
ings have been charged to construction account. 

The company have found it necessary, during 
the past year, to purchase additional real estate 
contiguous to their depot grounds in Cincinnati, 
for the purpose of accommodating the increasing 
traffic of the road. This was done in accordance 
with the tecemmendation of stockholders at their 
last annual meeting. 

The amount expended in building the broad 
gauge track, and in providing additional depot 
facilities for the business to be derived from the 
Atlantic and Great Western, and from other con- 
necting roads, has been largely in excess of what 
was at first expected, owing principally to the in- 
creased price of labor and material. The amount 
expended reaches nearly one and a half million 
of dollars. Thus far our company has derived 
but little advantage from this expenditure, the 
Atlantic and Great Western road not having been 
opened to Cincinnati for both passenger and 
freight business until the 8th day of the present 
May. It is confidently anticipated that from 
this time forward the Atlantic and Great Western 
road will make our investment remunerative. 

To meet the expenditure of so large an amount 
as required for the construction of the Atlantic 
and Great Western broad gauge track, and for ad- 
ditional depot grounds and depots, with increased 
equipment, this company has disposed of $300,000 
of its second mortgage bonds, and $344,000 of its 
capital stock. The remainder of the means has 
chiefly been derived from the sale of bonds, re- 
ceived from the Dayton and Michigan Company 
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in payment of their coupons due this company, 
under the lease of that road. It will, therefore, 
be seen that whilst the sum of nearly one and a 
half millions of dollars has been expended, the 
capital stock and bonds, including the stock divi- 
dend to stockholders of $500,000 has only in- 
creased $1,144,000. 

The earnings of the Dayton and Michigan road 
have exceeded the estimate of one million dollars 
for the past year by $69,186 97. After payment 
of transportation expenses, interest on bonds, 
taxes and’ insurance, there was left a profit of 
$120,204 45, This amount has been expended in 
the permanent improvement of the road, and in 
retiring $62,000 of their bonds, under the provis- 
ions of the mortgage creating the sinking fund of 
the company. 

The contract between the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, and the Little Miami and Columbus 
and Xenia companies has been in operation five 
years, and has proved beneficial to the several 
parties. Our relations with all other railroad 
companies continue satisfactory. 

The balance to credit of Dayton and Michigan 
Railroad March 31, 1864, was $13,804 60, The 
receipts from operation of the road during the 
year have been $1,069,186 97—making a total of 
$1,082,992 57. Theexpenditures were: operating 
expenses, renewals, mileage and use of machinery, 
$664,239 22; interest, taxes, etc., $284,742 30; 
construction, equipment, real estate, etc., $97,012 
21; trustee sinking fund, $60,000; Town of Per-

Stock Exchange and Money sideshinds 

At the close of the last week the Stock Market 
was strong, and Government securities were also 
in good demand, generally, notwithstanding the 
usual variations of the hour had a fractional 
effect, dependent on the feelings of the moment, 
and the caprices of the street. One or two per 
cent., or even a half per cent., is a great object 
with the operators; but these fluctuations actu- 
ally prove nothing but the temper of the hour, 
and have no real relation to the values of the 
securities themselves. So that the political econo- 
mist must look at the tendency of the current 
rather than the ripples on the surface. Money 
continues abundant at low rates, as might be ex- 
pected from the large amounts necessarily dis- 
engaged from their former channels of employ- 





ment, and from the volume still floating in the 


country in the shape of paper. This is a state 
of things at present without any remedy, and 
must remain so until we know the future policy 
of the Government to be determined by the bal- 
ance struck by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the actual extent of the retrenchment effected by 
the Departments of the Navy and Army. We 
know that the President is determined to practice 
the greatest economy, and to bring the expendi- 
tures of the Government to the smallest dimen- 
sions practicable, The school in which he was 
trained was an economical one, and he under- 
stands its requirements, Too many of our states- 
men in their desire for “splendid Government,” 
have overlooked the necessity of economy in 
their desire to be brilliant; but the President has 
seen the rough side of public events, has learned 
the pressure of public burdens upon States, and 
the distress of the financial mistakes of public 
men. We may therefore feel assured that it will 
be only a natural disposition in him to retrench, 
and to contract our National expenditures. This 
is the character of the man, and it is adapted to 
the emergency. We may therfore count upon it, 
as a favorable circumstance in the financial pros- 
pects of the country. 


It is asserted that the aggregate of the National 
debt, is yet likely to prove as large as four or five 
thousand millions. We are not of that opinion ; 
for if it were so, our former Secretaries of the 
Treasury must have been not only much in the 
dark, but have not acted with the intelligence 
and watchfulness demanded by their official posi- 
tion. How a thousand millions could be added 
to the sums already officially stated, without any 
conception of its probabilities, or the smallest 
anticipation of it, surpasses all understanding. 
When the careful, practical, and experienced Mr, 
McCulloch announces the fact, and lets us know 
how this monstrous discrepancy has arisen, we 
shall believe it, but not before. The present 
announcement comes from the same quarter from 
which came the cry of “specie bankruptcy,” and 
the inaccuracies as to the annual receipts of gold 
into the country ; and who do not seem to know 
that our specie reserves are larger now than they 
were before the war, and that our exports of the 
article have largely declined. We really must 
doubt all predictions or calculations from any 
such source at present. 

The late decline in our 5-20s in London, while 
they are steady on the Continent, have given the 
Wall street operators a temporary opportunity to 
put gold up beyond the old rates. We foretold 
our readers that this game would be played by 
these people, both here and in London; and it is 
evidently begun. When the Frankfort market is 
steady and uumoved, the London Bourse is author- 
ity enough for our bulls and bears with British 
connections to guide them; when that kind of 
“ wind blows, the cradle will rock,” and that is all 
they care about. One absolute proof of the ex- 
istence of this stock jobbing arrangement, is the 
low price of exchange. This has generally been 
below par for a long time past, and was again so 
last week, and dull of sale. If our commercial 
indebtedness abroad amounted to anything con- 
siderable or embarrassing, exchange, which ig 
gold {in one shape, would show it at once; but it 








indicates nothing at all of that sort, and therefor 
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it is a legitimate conclusion, that as regards our 
commercial relations abroad they are in a perfect- 
ly sound condition. 

It is also to be remarked that the estimates of a 
considerable amount of cotton on hand, are being 
verified. Thirteen thousand bales have been add- 
ed the past week to the stock previously received, 
and it is also ascertained that in Texas there is a 
large amount yet in hand; and that in North Ala- 
bama, which has always cherished a love for the 
Union, in contrast to the Southern portion of the 
State, has kept at work, and is actually raising a 
larger crop than ever before, by means of the 
paid and voluntary labor of the freedmen. We 
look therefore with certainty to an early resump- 
tion of the old cotton production of the South; 
and the sooner the cotton states fall into line, 
stop listening to the discontented leaders, who 
overthrown in the field, hope to rise by agitation 
that shall assume only the form of political 
opinion, the sooner will the people there recover 
from the effects of their great folly, and the misery 
they have brought on themselves. 

The recent convention held at Detroit, and very 
largely attended by representative delegations 
from the various boards of Trade and Chambers 
of Commerce in the Northern and Western States, 
and the British North American Provinces, ad- 
journed after a session of nearly four days, having 
pronounced its opinions on several important 
subjects connected with transit, commerce and 
finance. The official accounts of its procéedings 
made by the newspaper reporters, of whom there 
was a large number present, give no idea of the 
real state of the proceedings, beyond what appears 
on the face of them. It was very soon apparent 
to a close observer, that behind the question of 
reciprocity there lay many local questions of far 
more interest to some parties present, than any 
general and national one. The connection of the 
Mississippi with the Lakes by the Lilinois Canal, 
was one; the Niagaia Falls ship canal was an- 
other; the reduction of canal tolls and railroad 
charges was another; and the delegations did not 
hesitate to chaffer with each other for places on 
comm ‘ttees in order to secure favorable reports. 
Several times the convention was in the wildest 
disorder, the presiding officer was grossly insult- 
ed, and the Chicago delegation was at one time 
about to withdraw. But as all the various pro- 
jects were finally adopted with the salient points 
rounded off, the whole were swallowed down. 
Chicago became pacified; Milwaukee withdrew 
its frowns ; Oswego and Buffalo sheok hands; and 
peace and harmony were restored. The recipro- 
city question was ably discussed in committee, 
which also acting on the compromise plan, ap- 
proving the action of the Government in giving 
the notice, and then asking it to make a new 
treaty including the states and colonies on the 
Pacific coast; thus making the new arrangement 
wider than the old! The facts, the arrangements 
the ability were all on the side of the Reciprocals, 
and never was a map more completely overthrown 
than ex-Vice-President Hamlin and another old 
fashioned lawyer from Maine, who were specially 
sent from Bangor, to protect the lumber specula- 

ors from Canadian competition. The great 
speech of Mr. Howe, of New Foundland, followed 
up the crushing arguments of the friends of the 
treaty who preceded him ; and when the vote was 


taken on the adoption of the report of the com- 
mittee, which it was supposed in the morning 
would be a very doubtful one, if not one decided- 
ly opposed to the treaty, it turned out to be un- 
animous, in favor of a new one. Such a complete 
and sudden change of front was never before wit- 
nessed in a large deliberative assembly. 

Another very important subject came up at the 
close of the session, and Mr. Bloodgood, of this 
city, not having time to make his remarks 
thereon, was given permission to print them as 
his speech, and have them adopted asa part of 
the proceedings. They referred to the construc- 
tion of the ship canal between the St. Lawrence 
and the Hudson ; a plan we have often, in the in- 
terest of the Great West, advocated in the JourNAL. 
The remarks which were published in full in the 
Detroit papers, gave the history of the project ; 
fully explains the result of the surveys; the pro- 
bable cost; and shows that it will, by its con- 
struction, be the cheapest route to New York 
from the Lakes. Next to reciprocity it was the 
most important subject brought before the con- 
vention. We understand that it is the intention 
of the author to have these remarks re-published 
in pamphlet form for general circulation.

Southern Pennsylvania R. Rs 
PirrssurG, July 18.—Judge Grier, in the U. 8. 
Circuit Court, has given a decision in the case of 
Baltimore City vs. The Southern Pennsylvania 
railroad, involving the constitutionality of the act 
disfranchising the Pittsburg and Connellsville 
railroad. The Pennsylvania Legislature of 1864, 
it will be remembered passed an act transferring 
the rights and franchises of the Connellsville com- 
pany to the Southern Pennsylvania road ; and, as 
the city of Baltimore had a mortgage fon one mil- 
lion dollars on the former road, which the trans- 
fer of its rights to another corporation would ren- 
der worthless, in a measure, the matter was 
brought before the United States Court and argued 
at length, at Williamsport, Pa., in June last. 
Judge Grier has decided that the act of the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature is uncenstitutional, and has 
issued the injunction prayed for by the complain- 
ant. Thus cecuring to Pittsburg and the West an- 
other outlet to the East, and a direct route to 
Baltimore and Washington city, unless reversed 

by the U. 8. Supreme Court. 
Railroad from Phillipsburg to Franklin. 

A corps of engineers are busily engaged locat- 
ing a line for a railroad from Phillipsburg, in 
Centre County, to Franklin, in Venango County, 
and have already made the survey as far west as 
the town of Brookville. The Clarion Banner 
says: “There is some doubt about which route 
they will take—some advocating the line of down 
Piney Creek and up Deer or Beaver Creek; 
others, the crossing of tie Clarion River at Mill 
Creek or the State road; or coming down the 
Clarion to this point and then up Toby Creek, 
Neither have we any definite information as to 
who are to build this road; but it is currently re- 
ported that it is the Atlantic and Great Western 
Railroad Company. We doubt, however, whether 
there is any arrangement completed for the con- 
struction of the line, though we have no doubt 
there is a fair prospect of it being built, as soon 
as it is established that a grade of not over forty 
feet to the mile can be found between Phillips- 
burg and Franklin. It may be this work of 
locating the road is only being done by parties 
who have a charter, with the expectation of sell- 
ing out advantagecusly to the Atlantic and Great 
Western, or the Pennsylvania Central Railroad 
Companies.” 

Western Maryland Railroad. 

The Baltimore Sun says that the project for 
constructing an independent line of the Western 
Maryland Railroad from that city, to connect with 
the present road near Owings’ Mills, instead of 
using the Northern Central road thence to the 
junction, is about to be pushed with earnestness 
by the interests involved. A- meeting ef stock- 
holders in the Western Maryland and those doing 
business along and over the line is to be held at 
Westminster on the 3d of August, with the view 
of furtheriug the enterprise. Surveys and esti- 
mates have heretofore been made for the new line, 











Albany and Susquehanna Railroad. 

We learn that trains have commenced running 
on this road to Worcester, Otsego Co., 60 miles.

LIABILITY OF COMPANY FOR RUNNING OVER A 
HORSE.—DUTY TO GUARD ROAD. 


The case¢of Brace vs. The New York Central 
Railroad Company, lately decided in the court of 
Appeals, was an action to recover the value of a 
horse killed by the defendant’s locomotive, in the 
unincorporated village of Gasport, in the town of 
Royalton, Niagara County. At the trial, these 
facts appeared : 

The village is some six miles east of Lockport, 
upon the Erie Canal, and the defendant’s road 
passes through it. There is a highway or street 
called the “ Town Line Road,” running north and 
south across the railroad, the “state road,” so 
called, and the canal, and it is the principal street 
or highway. The canal state road, and railroad 
run nearly east and west, the state road being 
some six or eight rods south of the canal, and the 
railroad some fifteen or sixteen rods south of the 
state road. The defendant’s depot is some twenty- 
five rods east of the “ Town Line Road,” and im- 
mediately east of a north and south road or street, 
which is some forty rods in length; its south end 
is connected with the state road, by a road or 
street south of the railroad, at the crossing of the 
latter, some fifteen or sixteen rods. The village 
contained thirty-seven houses, and a population 
of between two and three hundred, a portion of 
which is on the north side of the canal. There 
was no cattle guard upon the east side of the Town 
Line Road. There had been one, but as it had 
been inconvenient fur foot passengers, passing 
from the Town Line Road, along the railroad, to 
the depot, it had been filled up. 

The plaintiff's horse broke out of a lot, some 
miles south of the crossing, and ran rapidly along 
the Town Line of road, and approached the cros- 
sing as the train was coming from the west, and 
being frightened, turned on to the railroad track, 
and was overtaken and killed, some six rods from 
the road or highway. The defendant offered to 
prove by a witness that he and two other men in 
the employment of the defendant were stationed 
at that crossing, for the purpose of preventing 
horses and cattle from going on to the track, and 
that they were at the crossing at the time the 
horse was killed, and endeavored to keep him back 
and prevent his going upon the track, but were 
unable to do so, on account of the great speed 
with which he approached the track. Upon objec- 
tion the evidence was concluded, and the defend- 
ant excepted. The defendant offered to prove 
that complaints were made by the inhabitants of 
the village, that the cattle guard was a nuisance, 
and that in consequence of persons falling into it, 
and being injured while passing between the street 
and depot, the defendant caused it to be filled up. 
Upon objection this evidence was excluded, and 
the defendant excepted. The only ground upon 
which the plaintiff claimed to recover was, that 
the defendant was bound to construct and main- 
tain a cattle guard at the crossing, at the east line 
of the Town Line, road or street. The court 
directed a verdict for the plaintiff, and the defend- 
ant excepted. Judgment was rendered on the 
verdict, and the defendant appealed to this court. 

Marvin J.—By the statute, the defendant, was 
required to “ construct and maintain cattle guards 
at all roads and crossings, suitable and sufficient 
to prevent cattle and animals from getting on the 








railroad,” and it is declared, that until such cattle 
guards shall be duly made, the corporation and 
its agents shall be liable for all damages which 
shall be done by their agents or engineers to cat- 
tle, horses, or other animals thereon. (Sess Laws 
1850, p. 233 § 44.) 

The position of the defendant’s counsel is, that 
the “ Town Liné Road” was a street, and that the 
statute has no application to a street in‘a city or 
village. No statutory exemption is referred to, 
but this is the construction sought to be maintain- 
ed of the words “ all road crossings.” 

The Town Line Road so called, was a highway 
and had existed as such in the language of one of 
the witnesses, as long as he could remember, It 
did not cease to be a highway when a small village 
grew up along its sides, nor when it crossed the 
canal, and extended on to other streets, opened 
for the use of the villagers. It was a highway, 
and, within the meaning of the statute, a road, 
The terms highway and road, are constantly used 
as synomymous, They are so used in the chapter 
of the Revised Statutes, “Of Highways” &c. 
But, if we should call the highway, at the place 
of the crossing in question, a street, the liability of 
the defendant would not be changed. It would 
still be a road within the meaning of the statute. 
Strictly a street is a paved way or road in a city 
or village. It is defined by Bouvier Law Dict.. 
“a road in a village or city,” and see Webster’s 
Dictionary. Thus a highway is a road, and as 
the statute requires railroad corporations to con- 
struct and maintain cattle guards at all road 
crossings, it includes streets in villages and cities. 
The defendant in this case did construct cattle 
guards at this crossing on each side of the road, 
and the one upon the west side still remained ; 
but as the inhabitants residing upon the Town 
Line Road, were in the habit of passing from the 
road on to the railroad, and from thence along 
the railroad, to the depot, some twenty-five rods, 
and from the depot back to the road, upon the 
same route, they complained of the cattle guard 
as a nuisance, and the defendant caused it to be 
filled up. It is not necessary to say, that such 
cattle guard was not a nuisance. The law ex- 
pressly required its construction and maintenance. 

It way be well to call attention to the statute 
declaring that “it shall not be lawful for any per- 
son other than those connected with or employed 
upon the railroad, to work along the track or 
tracks of any railroad except where the same shall 
be laid along public roads or streets (4 44).” 
The inhabitants bad no right to walk along the 
track, and it was unlawful in them to do so. 

The defendant’s counsel refer to Vandekar vs. 
The Rensselaer and Saratoga Railroad Company. 
(13 Barb. 315.) In the former case, there was no 
“road crossing” and the question we are consid- 
ering was not involved. The opinion was expres- 
sed, however that cattle guards in the streets of a 
city or village would be nuisances; in which 
opinion I fully concur, understanding that the 
cattle guard is constructed across a street which 
crosses another street in which the railroad: is 
constructed. Such cattle guard would arrest all 
travel along the street across which it should be 
constructed. This would be very different from 
the construction of a cattle guard across the rail- 
road and along the outer margin of the street, the 
railroad not being constructed along in a street, 





The opinion was also expressed, that the statute 
makes an obvious distinction between roads and 
streets, referring to the sections of the statute re- 
lating to the ringing of bells and putting up 
boards to give warning, in which both words are 
used. In the other case the question was fairly 
up as the railroad was not constructed along or 
upon a street where the cow was killed, but it 
crossed Washington street in the village of Sara- 
toga Springs, and there were no cattle guards at 
this crossing. It was held that the general rail- 
road act, requiring railroad companies to con- 
struct cattle guards at all railroad crossings, did 
not apply to streets in cities and villages, and that 
it was so decided in Vandekar vs. The Rensselaer 
and Saratoga Railroad Company, supra. In sup- 
port of the position sections 39, and 40 of the 
general railroad act of 1850 are referred to as in- 
dicating the intention of the legislature to make a 
distinction between the words, streets and roads, 
and that it was not its intention to include streets 
by the words “all road crossings” as used in sec- 
tion 44, Section 39 relates to the ringing ofa bell 
when the railroad shall cross any traveled public 
road or street or the sounding of a steam whistle 
at the place where the railroad shall cross any 
such road or street, except in cities, and section 
40 relates to the placing of boards across each 
traveled public road or street, where the same is 
crossed by the railroad having upon them the 
words “ Railroad crossing, look out for the cars.” 
This section is not to apply to streets in cities and 
villages, unless the corporation shall be required 
to put up such boards, by the officers having 
charge of such streets. In my opinion no infer- 
ence can be drawn from the word street, in these 
sections, that the legislature intended by the use 
of the words, all crossings in section 44, to make 
a distinction between a road and a street, and to 
exclude the latter from the requirement of the 
44th section, touching cattle guards. As we have 
seen, a street is a road in a village or city; anda 
road in a village or city is usually and properly 
called a street, though in the act of 1847, (ch. 
426,) “to provide for the incorporation of vil- 
lages,” the term road is generally used, instead of 
street (s. s, 45, 57, subd. 23; s.58 subd. 3 and 5 
&c.,) and the words, street and highway, are also 
used, meaning the same thing. If we consider the 
evil and danger against which the legislature in- 
tended to provide, I think we shall not hesitate to 
so construe the act as to iuclude the crossing of 
roads or streets in villages. The object of the 
legislature, in the provisions relating to fences 
ani cattle guards, was to exclude from the rail- 
road all animals. 


Experience had shown, that an animal upon the 
track is in great danger of being killed or maimed ; 
and further as to most animals they greatly en- 
danger not only the property of the railroad com- 
pany, but the limbs and lives of passengers (see 
opinion of Denio, J. in Corwin vs. The New York 
and Erie R. R. Co., Kern 53), The purpose of 
cattle guards at road crossings is to prevent cat- 
tle and animals getting on the railroad, and they 
are quite as important in villages as they are in 
the open country, and, indeed, more so for, 1 ap- 
prehend that cattle and animals are more liable 
to be turned from the road or street, in a village, 
on the railroad, if there is no obstruction, than in 
the open country, where they are less liable to be 
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turned aside. These cattle guards are not in the 
street, or ought not to be. They do not, in the 
least encroach upon or obstruct the highway or 
road. They are constructed at the sides of the 
highway across the railroad bed, the rails span- 
ning them, thus providing a way for the cars over 
them, and there are ditches or excavations of suf- 
ficient depth or width to prevent cattle or animals 
from getting on the railroad, 

One of the positions of the counsel for the 
plaintiff is that Gasport was not a village, and 
that the Town Line road could, therefore, in no 
sense be styled a street. It is true that Gasport 
was not incorporated nor did it contain the requi- 
site number of inhabitants (300) to authorize it to 
become incorporated, under the general act to 
provide for the incorporation of villages. But I 
prefer to put our decision upon a broader reading 
of the statute, as already indicated. The judg- 
ment should be affirmed. 

All the rest of the Judges were for affirmance, 
but restricted their judgment to the case of cattle 
guards to be constructed within the limits of the 
railroad at the places where it crosses a street, 
being of the opinion that the statutes do not con- 
template that where a railroad running along a 
street is crossed by another street, passage in the 
later is to be impeded by cattle guards running 
longitudinally along the railroad and across the 
street. 

Judgment affirmed. 





Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. 

At a recent meeting of the directors of this 
company the resignation of E. H. Goodrich, as 
manager, was finally accepted, and the vacancy 
filled by the appointment of S. S. Merrill, of this 
city. Mr. Merrill has signified his acceptance 
and eutered upon the discharge of the duties of 
his office. No railroad man in Wisconsin is more 
favorably known than Mr. Merrill—he has the 
entire confidence of the business community. He 
is one of the few men who could fill the place of 
his predecessor, The management of such a cor- 
poration as the Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway 
is no sinecure. Few roads in the country exceed 
itin length and importance. Mr. A. Reasoner 
has recently been appointed Superintendent. Mr. 
R. D. Jennings re-appointed General Freight 
Agent, and J. P. Whaling, Auditor. As we have 
already announced, Mr. Alexander Mitchell has 
been elected President. These are all excellent 
appointments, and the business of the road will 
fare well in their hands.—Milwaukee Wis,
